CHINESE VIEWS ON KOREAN RESOLUTIONS- 

PRC ATTITUDE ON KOREAN QUESTION AT UN REFLECTED IN DRAFT 
ALGERIAN RES, WHICH CHINA COSPONSORED, PRC REP HUANG HUA 
STATED. HE EXPLAINED IN PRC VIEW BOTH UNCURK AND UNC ARE 
STUMBLING BLOCKS TO PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION, NORTH AND SOUTH 
SHOULD RELY ON SELVES AND NOT OUTSIDE TROOPS TO SOLVE 
"DOMESTIC" PROBLEMS, AND IT IS UN'S RESPONSIBILITY TO 
END ITS ERRONEOUS CHAPTER. CHINA OPPOSES ADMISSION TWO 
KOREAS UNDER ANY FORM, AND BELIEVES FIRST STEP IS FOR

IF THERE NOT APPARENT CONTRADICATION IN DPRK SEEKING 
SEPARATE SEAT IN WHO, ETC., AND THEN REVERSING SELF ON UN 
MEMBERSHIP, HUANG REPLIED DPRK PARTICIPATION IN SOME SUBSIDIARY 
UN ORGANS SHOULD NOT BE CONSIDERED AS TANTAMOUNT TO PERPETUAL 
DIVISION, IMPLYING UN MEMBERSHIP WOULD LEAD TO PERPETUAL 
SEPARATION. ON UN PRESENCE IN SOUTH KOREA, HE SAID US AND 
PRC POSITIONS VERY FAR APART. SCALI SEVERAL TIMES ASSERTED 
US TROOPS WERE AGENT OF STABILITY, BUT HUANG THOUGHT IT 
VERY DIFFICULT TO AGREE ON THAT POINT. WHEN ASKED HOW CHINA 
WOULD PROPOSE TO FIND ALTERNATE ARRANGEMENT TO ENFORCEMENT 
OF ARMISTICE AGREEMENT, HUANG SAID ARMISTICE WOULD RESULT FROM 
DIRECT NEGOTIATIONS OF NORTH AND SOUTH, TALKS WOULD EASE 
TENSIONS AND LEAD TO PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION. HE ARGUED
